The  Office  of  the  Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs  (Ely  236)  oversees  the  administration  of  such  offices  as 
Campus  Center,  Career  Services,  Residential  Life,  Substance  Abuse,  Health  Services  and  Public  Safety  as  well 
as  special  services  including  College  ID  card  operations,  Judicial  Affairs,  The  Owls  Program,  Veterans'  Affairs, 
and  publication  of  the  WSC  Student  Handbook  (Ely  130),  and  the  National  Student  Exchange  program  (Ely 
132). 

Career  Services 

The  Office  of  Career  Services  (Ely  146)  offers  registered  students  and  alumni  a  resource  center  for  career 
guidance,  occupational  exploration,  job  search  preparation,  and  employment  referral. 

Residential  Life 

The  Department  of  Residential  Life  (Scanlon  1  Annex)  is  responsible  for  residence  hall  services,  programs, 
and  the  overall  management  of  campus  residence  halls.  Residential  Life  is  also  the  home  of  the  new,  under- 
graduate student  Orientation  Program  at  this  college. 

Health  Services 

The  Office  of  Health  Services  (Scanlon  Infirmary),  open  24  hours  a  day  during  the  Fall  and  Spring  terms, 
provides  medical  care  for  students  and  health  information  for  the  College  community  concentrating  on  wellness 
and  prevention  of  illness,  counseling  and  referrals.  If  you're  not  feeling  well,  stop  by  Health  Services  or  call 
Ext.

Department  of  Public  Safety 


The  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  responsible  for  the  safety  of  those  who  live,  work,  or  visit 
the  campus  of  Westfield  State  College.  The  department  has  three  major  components:  Campus 
Police,  Residence  Halls  Security  Officers  and  Student  Security.  The  department  is  also  responsible 
for  the  issue  and  sale  of  Parking  Decals,  other  associated  services,  and  for  enforcing  the  parking 
policies  of  the  College  and  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  department  strives  to  have  a  close  working 
relationship  with  students,  faculty  and  staff  and  therefore  sponsors  crime  prevention  programs  as 
well  as  other  programs  and  activities  which  maximize  a  partnership  in  assuring  a  safe  and  tranquil 
campus  community.  Shuttles  are  provided  to  various  parking  areas,  and  there  is  an  escort  service 
provided  for  students  desiring  to  reach  various  parts  of  the  campus.  Officers  are  empowered  to 
make  arrests,  if  required  and  to  perform  many  of  the  services  found  in  most  small  communities.

The  Counseling  Service  Center  helps  students  make  the 
most  of  their  cdueation  through  psychological  skill  devel- 
opment and  personal  growth.  We  are  eonccrned  with  the 
education  of  the  "whole  student"  with  the  integration  of 
learning  and  living.  Besides  working  to  reduce  or  eliminate 
problems  that  interfere  with  learning,  we  attempt  to  use  the 
problems  students  bring  to  us  to  enhance  their  problem  solv- 
ing skills  and  their  personal  resources.  The  Center  offers 
short-term  counseling  on  an  individual  basis  as  well  as  group 
counseling.  Your  relationship  with  Counseling  Services  is 
confidential  unless  you  give  written  permission  for  it  to  be 
shared,  or  in  certain  life  or  death  emergencies,  or  by  court 
order.  Another  important  function  of  psychological  coun- 
seling is  referral.  If  someone  else  on  campus  or  in  the  com- 
munity can  help  you  with  your  concerns,  counselors  will 
help  connect  you  with  that  person  or  office. 

TUTORING 

The  Tutoring  Center  is  operated  by  professional  staff 
and  supplemented  with  approximately  70  peer  tutors. 
Academic  assistance  is  offered  in  writing,  study  skills 
and  mathematics.  Tutoring  is  also  available  in  all  areas 
of  the  college  curriculum.  The  College  also  coordinates 
the  provision  of  support  services  to  students  who  are 
physically  challenged  and  learning  disabled.

The  Office  of  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  works  in  two 
ways  for  the  campus.

Westfield  State  is  well  represented  in  MASCAC.  com- 
peting in  12  of  the  conference's  14  sports.
